I don't know what keeps me coming back 
to RAVAGE; Is it Stan Lee's pulse-pounding, 
action-packed stories? Or Is it the wonderful 
and clear artwork by Paul Ryan and Keith 
Williams? | would guess that It's a combina- 
tion of the two, and that combination makes 
RAVAGE clearly the best of the 2099 books, 

While all of the books are favorites of 
mine, RAVAGE has a slight cut above the 
others, #8 demonstrated this with "The 
Vengeance of Dragonklaw!"

Yet every good book must have a sup: 
porting cast. RAVAGE and SPIDER-MAN 
2099 both have the strong jupporting 
players, and in this case, those characters 
Seem to be every bit as interesting as the 
hero.
